they are made an easy prey to seduction 
by wicked men.

We first endure, then pity, then embrace.” 

But the question, what has the north to 
do with slavery ? has not yet been defi¬ 
nitely answered to the satisfaction of some 
portion of our readers—perhaps. But is 
it nothing to us that God is dishonored, 
that the moral government of God, and 
all the laws of humanity touching the 
dearest rights of man, are trampled upon 
with impunity 1 Where is that compas¬ 
sion, which dwelt in the bosom of the Sa¬ 
vior who came from heaven to earth, tc 
seek and to save that which was lost ?— 
Where that spirit of sympathy, that occa¬ 
sioned such w.eeping, and wailing over 
national sins by the holy prophets? Is it 
nothing to us, that our slave government 
denies us the right of petitioning for re¬ 
dress of grievances ; and also of free dis¬ 
cussion, at their pleasure ? But in a pe¬ 
cuniary point of view ; is it nothing to us 
at the north, that we have been taxed to 
support the Florida war ? one of the most 
Unjust, and unholy, that was ever waged 
against any people at the expense of about 
fifty millions, of dollars, about three-fourth 
of which is drawn from the pockets of the 
people of the non-slave-holding states ?— 
And all this to sustain one of the vilest 
systems of oppression ; every where de¬ 
nounced and forbidden in the word of God. 
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“ Lo these are but parts of his ways. ’ 
The one thousandth part of the evils and 
woes and sufferings of American slavery 
has never yet been told ; eternity alone 
will discover the depth of its filthy abomi¬ 
nations. Who will not endorse for it; and 
be answerable in the day of judgment ?— 
Let him speak out. O, says the politi¬ 
cian ; 1 think that slavery is an evil ; I 
I think it a political and moral evil. Ve¬ 
ry good, you will then henceforth use 
our influence, as far as it is in your pow- 
r, by these measures to remove the evil, 

-ill you not ? No ; not if it will be likely 
i dissolve the Union between the North 
and South ; as I am fearful it would have 
that effect. How dark that mind must be 
ho can reason thus ; whether a profess- 
ig minister of the Gospel, or a layi 
Who does not see, that has common sense 
„nd common understanding, that the inev¬ 
itable overthrow of slavery would be the 
consequence of such an event? And what 
in astonishing recklessness of moral 
•eligious feeling is manifested in the man 
vho will consent to the continuation of | 
moral evil, a sin against God’s law of the 
deepest dye, for the sake of sustaining 
political party, already rotten at the cor 
professing republican principles, hut, 
the application of them, more oppressi 
the despots of Europe. Thus I have 
avored to present befoi 
some of the evils of slavery. I may here¬ 
after, should Providence permit, attempt 
to point out the remedy. 

I cannot but hope there is yet a redeem¬ 
ing spirit abroad in our land which will 
not hide God’s eternal principles of right 
and wrong but will hold forth the light of 
truth ; a spirit which will never slumber 
till man ceases to hold dominion over his 
fellow man.

CHURCH ACTION ON SLAVERY. 

At a full meeting of the Phillips church, 
Boston held on Wednesday evening, Sept. 
27th, 1843, and appointed by the church 
for the special purpose of considering its 
duty with regard to the subject of slavery 
—the following preamble and resoltitioi 
ire adopted after free discussion : 
Whereas, the church was so constituted 
by the Savior as to be necesarily opposed 
" ’ ; whereas, the apostolic injunc¬ 

tion is, ‘Have no.fellowship with the tin- 
orks of darkness, but rather re 
prove them ;’ whereas, we are command¬ 
ed not ‘to bid God speed 
doer, because ‘he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil deeds 
whereas, it is well known that many prt 
fessing Christians in this country, buy, sell 
and hold their fellowmen as slaves ; and 
whereas, our silence in these circumstan¬ 
ces mav be construed either into approba¬ 
tion of the system of slavery, or at least 
into eonnivance_at it, therefore, 

1. Resolved, That a due regard to the 
precepts of the Bible and to the interests 
of Christ’s cause, makes it right for this 
church to take action on the subject of 
Slavery, as it exists in these U. States. 

2. Resolved, That the spirit of Congre¬ 
gationalism, which disclaims all right of 
authority of one church over another, 
makes doubly binding on us the duty of 
using all moral means by way of admoni¬ 
tion, rebuke, and withholding of fellow¬ 
ship, to effect the removal of 
which may be tolerated in other churches. 

3. Resolved, That the doctrine that 
mail may be the property of his fellow- 
man is contrary to the whole tenor of the 
Bible, and more especially to the precepts 
of the Savior. 

4. Resolved, That whoever claims hi: 
fellowmun as property is guilty of one o 

e most flagrant sins possible. 

5. Resolved, That to defend such a 
practice from the Bible is to pervert the 

yord of God in such a manner as to make 
pplieable the denunciation of the proph- 
t, ‘Wo unto them that call evil good,and 
■ood evil; that put darkness for light and 
iglit for darkness; that put bitter foi 
weet and sweet for bitter.’ 

6. Resolved, That this church assents 
to the doctrine of the Cambridge Platform 
that one church may admonish another ‘in 
case any public offence lie found in it, 
which they either discern not, or are slow 
in proceeding to use the means for its re¬ 
moving arid healing; in which case if the 
church that lieth under offence, do not 
hearken unto the church that doth admon¬ 
ish her,’ other churches are to unite in 
the admonition ; ‘and if still the offending 
church continue in obstinacy and iinpeni- 
teney, they may forbear communion with 
them ; and if after appeal to a still larger 
number of churches, the evil complained 
of be not removed, ‘they may justly with¬ 
draw themselves from participation with 
them at the Lord’s table,’ and otherwise, 
(chap, xv.)

8. Resolved, That while we feel con-: 
strained thus to withhold fellowship from 
slaveholders, by the express injunction of | 
the Bible, w-hich commands us, ‘in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ, to with¬ 
draw ourselves from every brother who 
walketh disorderly,’ and ‘not to keep 
company if any man that is called a broth¬ 
er be eovetoiJS or an extortioner ; we nev¬ 
ertheless do by no means necessarily take 
the position that no slave holder is a chris-j 
tian, but we rather act according to the 
direction of Paul who wrote ‘if any man 
obey not our word by this epistle, note 
that man and have no company with him, 
that he may be ashamed. Yet count him 
n enemy, but admonish him as a 
brother ;’ which passage also the Cam¬ 
bridge Platform quotes as relating to the 
treatment of an excommunicated person, 
saying, ‘because we are not without hope 
of his recovery, (chap, xiv, §6.) 

Resolved, That we view with sor¬ 
row and alarm the tendency in some 
friends of the slave to disregard the sa¬ 
credness of the Sabbath, and would dep¬ 
recate all action relating to slavery which 
desecrates the Lord’s day and diverts the 
mind from the regular worship of God. 

Voted, That the above resolutions be 
published injhe various religious papers.

ded, ignorant, heathen people. They feel 
that they are infinitely indebted to that 
" ” ho has rescued thei 

from the bondage of sin ; who has brought 
the liberty of the sous of God, 
and who is preparing them for the rest ol 
Heaven. They are therefore desirous of| 
showing their gratitude, by laboring to re¬ 
lieve and bless His poor. Audi have no 
doubt that God will accept their offering. 
While I greatly rejoice to forward it, 1 
beseech the God of the oppressed and 
down-trodden, to bless it, and make it 
serve His own glory, and aid in building 
up His cause in that dark land. Indeed I 
cannot but hope, that He who “ worketh 
all things after the counsel of His own 
will, who tnaketh “ the wrath of man tc 
praise ” Him, and restraineth the remain¬ 
der, will overrule the cruel, wicked sys- 
Hi of slavery, so far at least, as has re¬ 
tted in the settlement of self-emancipa¬ 
ted slaves in Canada, for the furtherance 
of His blessed cause.

What use to pray ? to plead with 
God on behalf of more heathen in the 
United States, than all to whom, for the 
last thirty years, the Gospel has been sent 
by the churches of your country ! What

Yes, friends, we have considered all 
this, and more, viz : that one sixth part 
entire population are SLAVES,and 
that you, with your sub-treasuries and na¬ 
tional banks, propose no relief for them.— 
Nay, farther, it is because both of you, 
when in power, have used your authority 
to rivet closer the chains of unhappy mill- 
that we have been compelled to 
abandon you, and form a Liberty party 
haviug for its first object the breaking of 
these chains. 

What is slavery ? For upon the answer 
this question must the Liberty party de¬ 
pend for its justification. 

The slave laws of the South tell us that 
is the conversion of men into articles of 
property. The transformation of senti- 
' nmortal beings into ‘chattels person- 
Tbe principle of a reciprocity of ben¬ 
efits which, to some extent characterizes 
all other relations, does not exist in that of 
master and slave. The master holds the 
plough which turns the soil of his planta¬ 
tion, the horse which draws it, and the 
slave who guides it, by one and the same 
The profit of the master is the 
great end of the slave’s existence. For 
this end he is fed, clothed, and prescribed 
for in sickness. He learns nothing, ac- 
nothing for himself. He cannot use 
his own body for his own benefit. His 
'ery personality is destroyed. He is a 
mere instrument—a means in the hands of 
mother for the accomplishment of an end 
n which his own interests are not regard¬ 
ed—a machine moved not by his own will, 
but another’s. In him the awful distinction 
between a person and a thing is annihila¬ 
ted ; he is thrust down from the place 
which God and nature assigned him, from 
the equal companionship of rational intel¬ 
ligences—a man herded with beasts—an 
immortal nature classed with the wares of 
the merchant ! 

The relation of parent and child, master 
and apprentice, government and subject, 
are based upon the principle of benevo¬ 
lence, reciprocal benefits, and the wants 
of human society—relations which sacred¬ 
ly respect the rights and legacies which 
God has given to all his rational creatures. 
But slavery exists only by annihilating or 
monopolizing these rights and legacies.— 

' every other modification of society 
m’s personal ownership remains secure. 

He may be oppressed—deprived of privi¬ 
leges—loaded with burdens—hemmed 
about with legal disabilities—his liberties 
restrained. But, through all, the right to 
own body and soul remains inviolate, 
retains his inherent, original possess- 
of himself. Even crime cannotforfeit 
for that law which destroys his person¬ 
ality makes void its own claims upon him 
as a moral agent ; and the power to pun¬ 
ish ceases with the accountability of the 
criminal. He may suffer and die under 
penalties of the law, but he suffers as a 
l, he perishes as a man, and not as a 
thing. To the last moments of his exis¬ 
tence the rights of a moral agent are his : 
they go with him to the grave ; they con¬ 
stitute the ground of his accountability at 
the bar of Infinite Justice—rights fixed, 
eternal, inseparable—attributes of all ra¬ 
tional intelligence in time and eternity— 
the same in essence, and differing in de¬ 
gree only, with those of the highest moral 
Being—of God himself. 

Slavery alone lays its grasp upon the 
right of Personal Ownership—that foun¬ 
dation right, the removal of which uncre¬ 
ates the man ; a right which God himself 
could not take away, without absolving 
the being thus deprived of all moral ac¬ 
countability ; and so far as that being is 
concerned, making sin and holiness, crime 
and virtue, words without significance,and 
the promises and sanctions of Revelation, 
dreams. Hence, the crowning horror of 
slavery, that which lifts it above all other 
iniquities, is not that it usurps the prerog¬ 
atives of Deity, but that it attempts that, 
hich even He who lias said ‘all soals are 
line,’ cannot do, without breaking up the 
foundations of His moral government.— 
Slavery is, in fact, a struggle with the Al- 
ighty for dominion over His rational 
eatures. It is leagued with the Powers 
of Darkness, in wresting man from his 
Maker. It is Blasphemy lifting brazen 
brow and violent hand to Heaven,attempt- 
ng a reversal of God’s law. Man claitn- 
ng the right to uncreate his brother ; to 
undo that last and most glorious work, 
which God himself pronounced good, 
lidst the rejoicing of the hosts of Heav- 
! Man arrogating to himself the right 
change, for his own selfish purposes, 
the beautiful order of created existences— 
to pluck the crown of an immortal nature, 
scarce lower than that of angels, from the 
brow of his brother—to erase the God-like 
image and superscription stamped upon 
him by the hand of his Creator, and to 
write on the despoiled and desecrated 
tablet, ‘A CHATTEL PERSONAL !’ 

This, then, is SLAVERY. Nature, with 
her thousand voices, cries out against it. 
Against it, Divine Revelation launches its 
thunders. The voice of God condemns it, 
in the deep places of the human heart.— 
The woes and wrongs unutterable which 
attend this dreadful violation of natural 
justice—the stripes—the tortures—the 
sunderings of kindred—the desolation of 
human affections—the unchastity and lust 

_the toil uncompensated—the abrogated 

marraige—the legalized heathenism—the 
burial of the mind—are but the mere inci¬ 
dentals of the first grand outrage—that 
seizure of the entire man—nerve, siueu, 
and spirit, which robs him of his body,and 
God of his soul. These are but the nat¬ 
al results, and outward demonstrations 
of slavery—-the chrystalizations from the 
Chattel Principle. 

It is against this system, in its active op¬ 
eration upon three millions of our coun¬ 
trymen, that the Liberty party is, for the 
present, directing all its efforts. With 
such an object well may we be ‘men of one 
idea.’ Nor do we neglect ‘other great in¬ 
terests,’ for all are colored and controlled 
by slavery, and the removal of this disas¬ 
trous influence would most effectually ben¬ 
efit them.

Jefferson 
could see nothing in slavery but evil and danger 
to the liberties of the nation and to the morals and 
happiness of society, and in view of its injustice 
to man, and sin against God, he trembled for his 
country when he reflected that God is just ; and 
that liis justice cannot sleep forever ; but these 
modern statesmen and Divines, view it as the

hold slaves is founded on this rule’•‘Therefore all 
things whatsoever yeVnould that men should dp 
1 to you, dp ye even so to them !’
